IN 1915, Eisenhower was gradu 
ated from the academy, 
ranking

ture with great expectations. He 
told his family he d probably never 
rise higher than lieutenant colonel.

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CONVENTIONS COME HIGH 
PERHAPS nowhere is inflation more 
strikingly reflected than in the cost of hold­ 
ing a national political convention. In addi­ 
tion to the hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars in expenses incurred by the respective 
national committees, the cost to delegates 
and visitors who come from a distance is 
enormous. 
Delegates to national conventions pay 
their own expenses, and these are not mi­ 
no r. Perhaps the greatest cost of all is to 
candidates for the nomination for Presi­ 
dent, who are compelled to maintain huge, 
well-staffed headquarters in the convention 
city and to go all out in entertaining dele­ 
gates. 
When the second Republican convention 
was held in Chicago in 1860, the city erect­ 
ed a convention building especially for the 
o ccasio n. A huge wooden structure, called 
the Wigwam, capable of accommodating a 
cro wd o f 15,000 (most of whom had to 
stand), the structure cost S6.000. Obviously 
the do llar was worth more in those long 
go ne days.

The negotiations and 
switches all day Thursday produced no ac­ 
tual increase in the Tall vote. On Monday, j 
Taft had enough votes; the loss of the con­ 
tested southern states by Taft threw him 
off balance. 
There were numerous discussions about 
Ta It's withdrawing in favor of General i 
MacArthur, and the many rumors that cir­ 
culated on Wednesday and Thursday were 
mostly false. No agreement of any k i n d 
could be reached. Senator Taft took the po­ 
sition that he could lose as well as win but 
that he would not quit. The MacArthur ad- I 
herents were to I'd that General MacArthur I 
was not angling for the presidency a n d 
would not be placed in that position. 
The local MacArthur supporters wanted 
Governor Fine of Pennsylvania to start a 
draft MacArthur movement. They did not 
succeed in getting Governor Fine to do any 
such thing. 


The problem that faces the Republican 
party remains unity. No matter how many 
non-Republicans General Eisenhower can 
attract, he must have the hard core of Re­ 
publicans. At the end, in spite of great 
losses, Senator Taft held 500 votes. It will 
take great skill and ability to achieve unity 
and it cannot be done by any of the Eisen­ 
hower management. 


General Eisenhower’s graciousness in 
calling on Senator Taft immediately after 
the vote will have a notable effect on Taft 
partisans. 


It was unusual. Normally the defeated 
candidate sends the victor a telegram of 
congratulations. Eisenhower did not wait 
for that. He* went over to the Taft head-1 
quarters before there was time even to 
draft such a telegram. It was quick and 
magnificent. 
Elections are not won at conventions. 
General Eisenhower’s task is stupendous. 
He has to rebuild the Republican party j 
while he is campaigning against the Demo- I 
crats. He will have to tight an aggressive 
campaign. “ Me-tooism” would be of value 
only to the Democrats. 
This needs to be realized: we know very 
little about General Eisenhower as a cam ­ 
paigner.

P E R H A P S nowhere is 
inflation more

But he has also 
pilod up a mountain of antagon­ 
ism and resentment for himself. As 
a matter of political .strategy. Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower cannot afford 
to

sellor.

‘‘Pigs" Travel 102,000 Miles in 5 Years 


to Increase Capacity of Transmission Lines 


Texas Eastern delivered enough 
extra natural gas in 1951 to supply 
the domestic gas needs of a city of 
200,000 people for a full year. 
This additional gas was made 
available to consumers as a result of 
new procedures developed by Texas 
Eastern for cleaning the inside <2 
natural gas pipelines while they are 
in operation. 
“ Digs” are inserted into the 
pipelines “in stream” with the gas 
to travel from station to station, 
cleaning the inside of the pipe so that 


natural gas will flow more smoothly. 
Propelled by gas pressure, the 


“ p igs 
travel between compressor 
stations at about 15 miles an hour. 
The scrapers push ahead oi them 
liquids and particles of dirt which 
are removed from the lines through 
specially designed gas scrubbers. 
During 1951, Texas E astern’s 
“pigs” travelled 17,853 miles. In 
five years, they have cleaned the 
inside of more than 102,000 miles 
of pipe to achieve and maintain tile 
efficiency of Texas Eastern pipelines.
